With only one dissenting vo’: the 
Atlanta Teachers’ association, com- 
posed of 400 out of the 600 white 
teachers of the city, adopted a 
resolution at its meeting on . on- 
day afternoon to support the candi- 
dates for the school board who will 
be indorsed by the convention to 
be held under the auspices of the 
Atlanta Schools Improvement as- 
sociation on Thursday evening. This 
is significant in ‘representing a new 
policy which will be pursued by 
the association of taking a decided 
‘ and united stand on matters of vital 
interest to the public school teach- 
ers.

salaries ranging from $85 to $100 
per month. It is also shown in the 
report that the average percentage 
of city income allotted to schools in 
all cities of the country is 31.1 per 
cent, whereas Atlanta’s apportion- 
ment sheet for this year shows only 
16.2 per cent of the city’s revenue 
given to schools. 

It is also stated that since Au- 
gust, 1917, 300 or more teachers have 
left the service of the schools, prac- 
tically all on account of the low rate 
of salary, and that, no matter how 
sincere are the efforts of the new 
teachers who replace them, that this 
constant change in teachers is ex- 
ceedingly bad for the welfare of 
the children. 

Ask Publication of Paper. 

After the paper had been heard 
a motion was immediately made and 
carried that it be given to the pa- 
pers for publication, but that if 
they would not use it in full that 
paid advertisements be authorized in 
order that the facts presented might 
reach the public. Plans for further 
publicity in connection with in- 
creases in teachers’ salaries were 
discussed and adopted, the general 
sentiment being that there would 
be no Iet-up until the desired ends 
were brought about. There will 
probably be other steps taken look- 
ing forward to thorough unity of 
action on the part of the teachers. 

The chairman of the committee 
on co-operation with the Atlanta 
Schools Improvement association, 
Mrs. Julia Gardner announced the 
presence of two representatives from 
that body, Mrs. Harry P. Hermance, 
chairman of publicity, and Mrs. Gus 
Tripod, who is president of the Cal- 
houn School Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation. 

Mrs. Hermance took the place of

Estimated War Cost 
For Belligerents

Estimate Made by the 
Federal Reserve Board. 
Cost Mounted as War 
Grew — $150,000,000,000 
Raised by Loans. 


Washington, Nevember 18.—The 
direct cost of the ®ar for all bellig- 
erent nations to last May 1 was re- 
ported at about $175,000,000,000 by 
the federal reserve board bulletin, 
issued today, and it is extimated| 
that the cost will amount to nearly 
$200,000,000,000 before the end of 
this year. These calculations were 
compiled by the board from various 
sources and while their accuracy is 
not vouched for, the board believes 
the figures are substantially cor- 
rect. 

For purely military and naval 
purposes it is estimated that all bel- 
ligerents had spent about $132,000,- 
000.000 to May 1, or about three- 
fourths of the total war .cost. The 
balance represented interest on the 
debt and other indirect war ex- 
penses. 

How the cost mounted as the 
war grew in proportion from year 
to year is illustrated by tabulations 
showing that the mobilization and 
the first five months of the war in 
1914 cost all belligerents about $10,- 
000,000,000. In 1915 the expenses 
jumped to $26,000,000,000; in 1916 
they increased to $38,000,000,000, and 
in 1917 they were estimated at $60,- 
000,000,000. This year expenses 
have run only a little above the 
rate last year,

Washington, November 18.—Ad- 
journment of the present session 
of congress next Thursday was ar- 
ranged today by democratic and re- 
publican leaders of the senate and 
house. This will enable members 
to secure travel mileage allowances 
and also will prevent the present 
session, which began last December 
3, from merging with the third and! 
final session of this, the sixty-fifth 
congress, which will open Decem- 
ber 2. 

Ending of. the present session 
Thursday was agreed upon after: 
the senate finance committee had! 
decided it could not report the re-: 
vised six billion dollar revenue bill] 
before the date for the beginning 
of the new session. With disposi- 
tion by the senate today of the “war 
time” prohibition bill, which goes! 
to the president Thursday after for-| 
mal signature by Vice President | 
Marshall and Speaker Clark, the: 
most pressing business of the ses- 
sion was completed. 

While congress is adjourned the 
finance committee will contiue re- * 
vision of the revenue bill in accord-' 
ance with suggestions by Secretary | 
McAdoo and the house committee | 
will begin framing the 1920 appro- 
priation bills. Since the department 
estimates were prepared with con- | 
tinuance of the war in view, sharp| 
reductions in the appropriations are| 
contemplated by congressional lead- 
ers.

Roosevelt Wants 
Body of Quentin 
To Stay inFrance 


Colonel Informs Govern- 
ment He Wants Son to 
Rest Where He Fell. 
Colonel and Wife to 
Visit Grave. 


New York, November 18.—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt today authorized 
the announcement that he and Mrs. 
Roosevelt will visit the grave of 
their son, Lieutenant Quentin Roose- 
velt, who was buried in France, at 
the spot where he fell, after his 
airplane had been shot down by the 
Germans. Colonel Roosevelt at the 
same time made public an emphatic 
protest he had sent to General Pey- 
ton C. March, chief of staff, of the 
United States army, against the 
planned removal] of his son’s body 
to this country. 

General March in replying to Colo- 
nel Roosevelt consented that Lieu- 
tenant Roosevelt’s body should re- 
main in the grave in which it was 
buried by the Germans. He said he 
had instructed General Pershing to 
carry out Colonel Roosevelt's wishes 
and had given the commander of 
the American forces general author- 
ity to take the same action in re- 
gard to bodies of other soldiers, 
whose relatives wish it. He said, 
however, that it was the policy of 
the government to return to this 
government to return to this coun- 
try all bodies of soldiers killed in 
France.

It Provides ‘*War Time” 

Prohibition for Nation, 
Effective July 1, Next, 
and Continuing During) 
Demobilization. 


Washington, November 18.—Final 
legislative action was taken today 
by the senate on the national “war 
time” prohibition bill, effective: 
July 1 next, and continuing during 
demobilization. The measure will 
go next Thursday to President Wil- 
son for his approval, confidently ex- 
pected by prohibition advocates. 

The senate struck out the Wash- 
ington rent. profiteering rider, | 
Which had held up the bill, 


and } 
without a roll call adopted the con- 
ference report on the remainder of 
the provisions which the house al- 
ready had approved. ; 

As transmitted to President Wil- 
son the prohibition feature would 
stop sales of distilled malt or vi- | 
nous beverages June 30, 1919, and 
thereafter during the war and de- 
mobilization. Manufacture of dis- 
tilled spirits now is prohibited un- 
der the food control law which will 
expire with the world peace treaty. 

Regarding malt and vinous bever- 
ages the new measure provides that 
their manufacture shall cease May 
1, 1919, and their sale for beverage 
purposes July 1. Manufacture for 
export is not prohibited, but im- 
ports of all intoxicating beverages 
during the war and demobilization 
are barred. 

The prohibition bill is in the form 
of a legislation order or an emer- 
gency appropriation measure pro- 
| Viding about $12,000,000 for stimu- 
lating agricultural production. 

Effect of the legislation, even if 
approved by President Wilson, is 
the subject of warm dispute which 
many members of congress think 
the court swill have to settle. The

MARSHAL'S OFFICE 
WILL BE RETAINED 


Motion to Abolish Place 
Defeated After Warm 
Fight--Many Candidates 
Will Be in the Race. 


Atlanta’s city marshal’s office will 
ing be abolished, this decision be- 


ing reached by city council Monday 
afternoon after a long and spirited 
fight, and after a tie vote, which 
had to be broken by the mayor pro 
tem. 

Alderman Ewing, chairman of the 
tax committee, who led the fight 
for the abolishment of the office, 
was opposed by Alderman Harvey 
Hatcher, chairman of the finance 
committee. The following of these 
leaders was equally’ distributed 
among the members of the general 
body, as was evidenced both by the 
debate and by the vote, and a reso- 
lution which was afterwards of- 
fered by Councilman Nutting ask- 
ing that a committee be appointed 
to get up a system by which the 
duties of the marshal’s office couid 
be handled by some one else, and 
by a method which would abolisn 
the office was also lost, amounting 
to a second vote against abolishing 
the office. 

Ewing Leads Fight, 

| _Alderman Ewing, chairman of the 
tax committee, who has long advo- 
cated the abolition of the marshals 
office, taking the fight into council 
many months before the death of 
the late James M. Fuller, declared 
hat his opposition was based upon 
economical grounds, claiming that 
the work of the office could be 
more cheaply done and that more 
money could be collected for the 
city of Atlanta by another plan. He 
made the sensational statement that 
there are ten thousand people in 
Atlanta today wmno are not paying 
one cent on personal property, wh» 
could’ be made to pay by the plan 
he proposed. 

Alderman Hatcher opposed the 
abolishment of the office, declaring 
the work was being done about as 
cheaply as it could be done by the 
city tax collector to whom the work 
would be given should the office 
of city marshal be done away with. 
Mr. Hatcher was questioned with 
reference to the cost of operating 
the marshal's office, and answered 
that it cost the city about $11,000 
a year, there being two officers, one 
at $2,400 and one at $1,500 drawing 
salaries. Aside from the officers 
there are several deputies who are 


paid in fees. Mr. Hatcher argued 
that there are several candidates

Two Precedents Established. 

In visiting Europe the president 
will establish two precedents. He 
will be the first chief executive of 
the United States to participate ina 
peace conference for the settling of 
issues growing out of a-war in 
which this country participated, and 
likewise he will be the first presi- 
dent to leave North America during 
his term of office. 

In reaching his decision to attend 
the peace conference, President Wil- 
son is understood to have been 
largely influenced by representa- 
tions by Premiers Lloyd-George, 
of Great Britain, and Clem- 
enceau, of France, and other 
statesmen of the entente countries. 
The principles and terms of settle- 
ments enunciated 
have been accepted by both the as- 
sociated nations and the central na- 
tions as the basis upon which peace 
is to be re-established, and it is un- 
derstood that it is for the working 
out of the application of these prin- 
ciples that his presence is so éarn- 
estly desired by the allied states- 
men. 

Since the president is to sail for 
France early next month, it seems 
certain that he will reach Paris sev- 
eral weeks before the peace congress 
assembles. His purpose is believed 
here to be to participate in the con- 
ferences now proceeding at Ver- 
sailles as the preliminary to the 
meeting of the peace commissioners. 
He t’ us will ve the opportunity to 
discharge in person, for the first time, 
the duties of hise membership in the 
supreme war council in which he 
now is represented by Colonel E. M. 
House. 

Of First Importance. 


In the general view here the ses- 
sions of the supreme war council 
which bring together the entente 
premiers with the representative of 
the United States, are of first im- 
portance, for in all probability it 
will be at these sessions that the 
general program which is to govern 
the peace congress will be arranged. 

The president will attend the 
opening sessions of the congress at 
which the broad principles of the 
treaty will be settled, but he will 
not remain for the subsequent de- 
tailed discussions and settlements 


by the president; 


of the various questions. This will 
be the work of the commissioners he 
will appoint to represent the United 
States. 

By carrying out this unusual pro- 
gram of having the conference draft 
and adopt a general peace treaty at 
the outset, the president and the en- 
tente premiers will be able shortly 
after the commissioners assemble to 
return to their own countries and 
attend to important business at 
home. 

Since the suggestion that the pres- 
ident attend the peace conference 
first was made, there has been much 
discussion here as to whether, while 
absent from the country, he could 
continue to act as president. The 
constitution itself is silent on the 
question, and generally the question 
is regarded as one which the presi- 
dent himself must decide. 

Wilson’s Mind Made Up. 


The prevailing opinion heer is that 
Mr. Wilson already has made up his 
mind on this subject. He does not 
zo to the peace conference as a dele- 
gate and, consequently, it is held, 
that should h relinquish wis author- 
ity and functions of office, he would 
be without power to act for the 
United States in the discussions. 

There is ample precedent for the 
president to leave the territorial 
limits of the United States. President 
Harrison, on one occasion, went into 
Canada, while President Taft vis- 
ited both that country and Mexico. 
President "> sevelt and also Presi- 
dent Taft visite” the Panama cana! 
zone. 

Both President Taft and President 
Roosevelt continued to perform the 
function's of their office while on 
the visits to the canal zone, sending 
instructions to Washington both by 
cable and wireless. It was pointed 
out today that the president also 
could in this manner attend to any 
pressing matters of importance here 
while he is abroad. 

In all probability the president 
will cross the Atlantic on an Ameri- 
can battleship, probably one of the 
navy’s newest dreadnaughts. While 
on such a ship it is claimed he is on 
American territory and technically 
would be absent from the country 
only for such time as he actually 
is on foreign soil, 

If the president intends to dele- 
gate any of the functions of his 
office to Vice President Marshall the 
vice president has not been so in- 
fermed, and this fact in itself was 
accepted in some quarters as clearly 
indicating that ghe president has 
decided that his physical absence 
from the country does not create 
such a vacancy in the office as to

Effect on Congress. 

The question of what effect the 


president’s absence will have on the 


work of congress was freely dis- | 


cussed tonight in congressional cir- 


cles.

Under 
the provision of the constitution if 
bills are not acted upon by the chief 


executive within ten days after their | 


passage they automatically become 
effective.

Throughout last night the army 
rested on its line of approximately 
fitty miles in such a tactical posi- 
tion as to be able to meet any 
eventuality. 


The quarter of a million men of 
General Dickman’s Ameri- 
can army of occupation snuggled 
into their blankets during the cold- 
est night of the season. The roads 
were frozen and a heavily clouded 
sky added to the dreariness of the 
field of operatons, but notwith- 
standing the weather conditions the 
men were cheerful. 

Miles and miles of camp fires be- 
trayed the presence of the army as 
the lessened need of caution caused 
the men to abandon the custom of 
shielding them and instead of the 
miniature affairs previously allow- 
ed there appeared thousands of 
fires. 

Advance Into Belgium. 

The advance into Belgium was 
made from Ecouviez, just on the 
French side of the border. Advance 
patrols of the army had camped 
there, with Major General Lejune’s 
second division at Montmedy. The 
men went over the frontier line 
just after dawn. Lumorteau, just 
over the line, was the first vil- 
lage occupied. It is a tiny place 
with few inhabitants, but these few 
welcomed the Americans with the 
same fervor with which their coun- 
trymen greeted their own égoldicrs 
afew days ago. 

Further to the south the line 
swung through Briey, the center of 
the famous iron mining district. 
The entire progress was accom- 
plished without any untoward inci- 
dent, the Germans apparently act- 
ing in good faith in accordance with 
the terms of the armistice. 

Additional repatriated foreigners 
and released prisoners continued to 
be encountered trugding along the 
roads to meet the Americans, while 
hundreds of German soldiers were 
added to the lists of those who will 
be interned or made prisoners of 
war. A few of these last had been 
cut off from their organizations 
and found it impossible to rejoin 
them, but the great majority seem- 
ed to belong to that class which 
preferred captuie to returning home 
under the present conditions, 

Americans Released, 


Among the prisoners who re-en- 
tered the lines between noon Satur- 
day and noon Sunday were. 204 
Americans, from sixteen different 
American organizations. They had 
been captured abouge October 15 in 
the vicinity of Landres St. Georges. 
They had not been treated with 
great severity, although they said 
they had fared better at the hands 
ofthe Saxons and Wurttembergers 
than at those of the Prussians. The 
total number of Americans who 
have re-entered the lines since the 
armistice was declared is 244. 

The accounts of conditions in 
Germany brought in both by re- 
turned civilians and prisoners of 
war afford further indications of 
the enormous” pressure that had 
been brought upon Prussians to ef- 
fect peace.

U. S. TROOPS 


ENTER BRIEY. 
With the Army of Occupation, No- | 
vember 18.—American troops enter- | 
ed Briey, the heart of the Lothring- 
ian iron fields, at 11 o’clock this 
morning. There were arches across | 
the main street and the town was 
bedecked with flags. Fifteen hun- 
dred civilians greeted the troops. 

After a welcome by the Briey of- | 
ficials, the Thirty-eighth Infantry | 
band, of the Third division, gave a 
concert; then the Amercians lunched 
from rolling kitchens, a large num-| 
ber of released Russians also being |: 
fed. 

Outwardly, Briey showed few in- 
dications of the war, the buildings 
being intact, but there were German 
signs everywhere, pointing in the 
direction of ammunition dumps and 
the various headquarters. 

On a decorated arch, under which 
the Americans passed, was a home- 
made American flag 4 feet in 
length, flanked by the French colors. 
The flag, which had been made by 
three French girls, had eleven stars 
and seven red and white stripes. 

Before the war, the population of 
Briey numbered about 2,500. Civil- 
ians employed in the mines by the 
Germans were paid from 4 to 6 
francs a day. The people of Briey 
did not have any particular com- 
plaints to make of the treatment by 
the Germans during the last two 
years, but for the first two years 
they had different stories to tell of 
the brutalities they suffered. 

The Germans abandoned a large 
number of trucks and portable dy- 
namos in Briey, owing to their haste 
to withdraw their troops. 

Smoke streaming from the chim- 
neys of many mines greeted the ad- 
vancing Americans early this morn- 
ing, for a number of the mines were 
in actual operation, and there were 
fires under the boilers in other mines 
sO as to keep the pumps going. Sev- 
eral mines had been flooded by 
Seepage, having been idle for two 
or three years. The Germans had 
removed the machinery for other 
purposes, 

Most of the mines had been onper- 
ated until last week, when the'Ger- 
mans began to release the Russians 
and others who had been employed 
in this work. 

GERMAN CANNON 
FOR AMERICANS. 

With the American Army North- 
east of Verdun, November 18.— 
Twenty-two large caliber guns and 
great stores of lumber, barbed, wire 
and various kinds of material used 
by engineers were formally turned 
over to the Arnericans by the Ger- 
mans today at Bouligny. Much of 
the material is new.

PRINCE: MAX EXPLAINS 
HOW IT ALL HAPPENED 


Basel, November 18.—Prince Max- 
imilian of Baden, the former Ger- 
man imperial chancellor, in an ar- 
ticle in the Prussian year book, in 
which he reveals certain facts about 
his brief term in the chancellorship, 
says: 

“The German people by the for- 
mation of a popular government is 
liberated from the dictatorship of 
General Lué@endorff and will never 
tolerate another. 

“It would be a shame for Ger- 
many, if its enemies, wishing to 
talk only with a legally establish- 
ed government, were themselves 
obliged to convoke a constituent as- 
sembly. The government should not 
surrender this initiative. If it gov- 
erns democratically it can be as- 
sured of the support of all Germans 
animated by liberal ideas in the ac- 
complishment of its gigantic task.” 

The former chancellor reviewed 
the circumstances under which he 
asked for an armistice and showed 
that the consequences of the offer 
of an armistice were the resigna- 
tion of General Ludendorff. the 
chief quartermaster general and the 
abdication of the emperor. He con- 
tinued 

“An attempt was in the making 
to oust completely the coalition gov- 
ernment. In the first clash in con- 
nection with this movement, Gen- 
eral Ludendorff gave in to the gov- 
ernment, but in the second clash he 
resigned. 

“The question of the emperor's ab- 
dication then came up. The em- 
peror was conversant with every- 
thing and a decision due to his own 
initiative might have spared the 
empire serious convulsions, but nis 
hesitation must not be interpreted 
against him, as certain influences 
worked on him to persuade him that 
his abdication would be the signal 
for a collapse.”

Headed for Coblenz, 
Where French Moselle 
Enters Rhine, But Re- 
fuses to Mingle Waters.

New York, November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.j—The announcement that the 
Third American army, our army of 
occupation, has already begun its 
march to the Rhine will naturally 
awaken much speculation as to 
what portion of the German terri- 
tory marked for occupation in the 
armistice will receive our. garri- 
sons. As yet we have no official 
statement to guide us, but the first 
news of the progress of our troops 
would seem to supply much light. 
We are informed that Pershing’s 
forces will today halt on the line 
Longwy-Briey, having completed 
their first stage from the banks of 
the Meuse. This can only mean that 
we are taking the historic route 
which leads through Luxemburg and 
down the Moselle valley to the 
thine at Coblenz, where the Moselle 
enters the larger stream 
Rhine tourists for half a century 
have been called upon te note the 
reluctance of the Moselle waters to 
mingle with those of the Rhine as 
indicated by the extent to which 
the French waters retain their in- 
dividual color. 

When Germans Came. 

Southward along the road we are 
now following in the opposite direc- 
tion came the army of the German 
crown prince in the first days of 
the present war, following the 
toric gap of Stenay, recently recon- 
quered by American troops, to enter 
France.

, tially, we fear that there will be few ex- 
i perienced teachers left in our schools by

| During the past three months more than 
100 teachers have resigned, practically all 
of them to accept better positions. A nuin- 
| ber of the grammar schools have almost 
entirely changed facnities. No one knows 
better than the principals what this means 
to the children; but the school patrons are 
beginning to. understand.

workers in every other department—all men. 
of course—hustled about among their friends 
in council and on newspepers and in various 
business organizations, with the result that 
in December last policemen and firemen 
were placed upon the following salary 
schedules: $85 for the first year, %90 for 
the second, $05 for the third, and $100 for 
the fourth year and thereafter. 

There were no strings tied to any of! 
these increases. Policemen and firemen and 
other city employees are not graded in per 
eents. There was no danger of any man 
losing his much needed increase because he 
fell 1-100 per cent below a certain average. 
If « man had served three years as police- 
inan or fireman, whatever the quality of his 
service, he received his $95 per month. If 
he had served four or more years he re- | 
ceived $100, 

And right then, while these increases 
were being granted by the finance commit- | 
tee of council there were capable, expe- | 
rienced teachers in our schools receiving . 
only $65 or $70 per-month. <A very few | 
were receiving $75. ’ 

Beginning with January, 1918, or shortly | 
thereafter,. with the exception of teachers, | 
practically every city employee receiving | 
less than $100 per month, was granted a |} 
substantial increase, amounting in most : 
cases to $10 per month, and finally the | 
following increases were announced for 
teachers: 

Teachers Increases. 

For those receiving 875 per month, no in- | 
crease at all: for those receiving $70 per 
month, an increase of $1.40: for those re- 
ceiving $65, an increase of $2.40; for those 
receiving $60, an increase of $5.60: for 
those receiving S55, an increase of $4.40. 
and for those receiving $50, an increase of ; 
$5: thus making the teachers’ salary sched 
uie range from $55 to $75—the lowest group 
teachers receiving $35 per month less than | 
a first-year fircman or policeman, and the 
highest group teachers receiving $25. per 
month less than policemen or firemen in the 
highest group. ‘ 

Principals and assistant principals were | 
eranied no increase whatever. Principals 
have had nothing but decreases in 20 years.

The Times naval correspondent, 
writing on the subject of the sub- 
mission of the German fleet, says: 

“The surrender in accordance with 
the armistice conditions will be made 
‘to a force in which the navies of 
France and America, as well as our 
own, are represented. In its out- 
ward signs the business cannot fail 
to be impressive. 

“The appearance of the long lines 
of vessels to be surrendered, carry- 
ing reduced crews and no arma- 
ment; the method of their transfer- 
ence to the allies’ escorts; the ex- 
change of flags on the German shjps 
when that happens, and the striking 
of the colors which have replaced 
the imperial ensign, the ancient to- 
ken of yielding, will be among the 
more interesting features of the 
manifestation. 

“There is another significance 
which attaches to this act of sub- 
mission, for it represents the non- 
fulfillment of one of the principal 
purposes for which the German navy 
was created—to protect Germany's 
sea trade and colonies. 

“The war has come to an end and 
Germany has lost her colonies and 
her trade. She now loses the best 
part of her effective naval force. 

“On the other hand, the British 
fleet is still adequate and is not only 
as strong as it was before the war, 
but absolutely and relatively stron- 
ger than ever.”

Final Disposition of Ships. 

Washington, November 18.—There 
was no announcement here today 
regarding the delivery of the fleet 
of battleships, battle cruisers and 
light cruiser, which Germany was 
required under the terms of the ar- 
mistice to surrender today to the 
associated nations.

There was much speculation as 


to the final disposition of the ships, 


but, in the absence of any official 
information, many officers thought 
this matter would be left until the 
peace conference meets. The armi- 
stice provided that the vessels were 
to be disarried before they left Ger- 
many and that they were to be in- 
terned at neutral or allied ports, as 
the associated governments might 
direct, with only caretakers on 
board. 

Publication of the names of the 
battleships and cruisers, which were 
designated by the associated guv- 
ernments for delivery, reveals that 
Germany is stripped of at least haif 
of the fleet of dreadnaughts, which 
it had in commission or building 
when the war began and of practi- 
cally all of its battle cruisers. 

The dreadnaughts Kronprinz Wil- 
helm, Grosser Kurfurst, Markegraf 
and Konig are of. the same type, 
each 580 feet long and of 26,000 
tons. They were designed for a 
speed of 23 knots and had just been 
completed when the war opened. 
They were armed with ten 12-inch 
and 14 5.9-inch guns. 

The Prinz Regent Vuitpold, Konig 
Albert, Kaiserin, Kaiser and Freid- 
rich der Grosse were completed in 
1911, and are 564 feet long with a 
speed of 21 knots and of 24,000 tons. 
They also carried ten 12-inch guns 
each and fourteen 5.9-inch rifles. 

Bayern New Dreadnaught. 


Available naval records here do 
not. show a battleship Bayern, but 
it is regarded as possible that this 
is one of the three newer dread- 
naughts completed since the war 
started. These were authorized in 
1913 and 1914 and were to have been 
of 29,000 tons displacement with 
eight 15-inch rifles each. 

Besides the craft delivered, Ger- 
many had four older dreadnaughts, 
but their surrender was not re- 
quired. They must be disarmed and 
laid up in German ports, however. 

The Derflinger is the largest*of 
the battle cruisers, her displacement 
being 28,000 tons and length 718 
feet. Her armament consisted of 
eight 12-inch rifles and her specd 
was 30 knots an hour. There is no 
mention of a cruiser Hindenberg in 
naval records available here, but 
this ship probably is a sister of the 
Derflinger and originally was nam- 
ed the Lutzow. 

The Seydlitz is a battle cruiser of 
°4 600 tons and carried ten 11-inch 
guns. Her speed is 29 knots and 
she was completed in 1913. 

The battle cruiser Moltke, a sis- 
ter ship of the Goeben, was com- 
pleted in 1912 and soon afterwards 
visited this country as the flagship 
of a fleet. which President Taft re- 
viewed at Hampton Roads. She then 
was regarded as one of the finest 
battle cruisers afloat, being 610 feet 
lone, of 22,600 tons displacement and 
°5 5 knots speed. She had ten IliI- 
inch rifles in her main battery. 

The Von der Tann was built in 
1910 and has a displacement of 18,- 
£00 tons. Her speed is 27.6 knots an 
hour and her armament consisted 
of eight 11-inch rifles, ten 5.9-inch 
rifles and many smaller guns.

Mooney, 
who was sentenced to hang follow- 
ing his conviction on @ murder 
charge growing out of the prepared- 
ness day bomb explosion here Julv 
22, 1916, is in San Quentin, Cal., 
prison. When the United States su- 
preme court today refused the pe- 
tition of Mooney’s counsel to re- 
view his case, the “last legal pron 
of the defense,” his attorneys sai, 
was gone. Mooney was reprieved 
last summer by Governor Stephens 
until December 13. The governor 
has two courses open to him, at- 
torneys said. He either may pardon 
Mooney outright, and instruct the 
district attorney to bring him to 
trial on one of the several remain- 
ing murder charges, or permit the 
death sentence to he executed. 

“Theer is nothing left to do but 
press our pardon application before 
the governor,” said Maxwell McNutt, 
chief counse] for Mooney, tonight. 
“We have exhausted our last legal 
means.” 

No further organized appeals for 
clemency will be taken, McNutt add- 
ed. Edwin V. McKenzie, also of 
counsel for Mooney, said the su- 
preme court’s refusal to act was ex- 
nected, 

Five persons were indicted for 
murder in connection with the bomb 
cases.

‘STOCK AND BOND 
MARKET QUIET; 
GAIN IS SLIGHT 


New York, November 18—The 
stock market was in a state of sus- 
pended animation during the great- 
er part of today’s session prices for 
the most part rising and falling 
within circumscribed limits. al- 
though gains prevailed at the close. 

Sentiment among the professional 
element was strongly influenced by 
last week’s adverse bank statement, 
the reduction of actual reserves giv- 
ing fresh point to the need for con- 
tinued restriction of credits. Labor 
problems also assumed greater 
prominence, 

Western and southwestern sec- 
tions reported mixed general busi- 
ness conditions arising from the ter- 
mination of the war. Movements 
of foodstuffs were facilitated, how- 
ever, by favorable weather. 

United States Steel and Marine pre- 
ferred divided the honors of the day, 
the former rallying easily in the last

70] GERMAN PROPAGANDA 
SUMING BUSINESS 


Washington, November 18.—Gov- 
ernment agents see evidences that 
German propaganda machinery in 
the United States is being put in 
working order again to premote 
sentiment of leniency toward Ger- 
many in peace terms. Consequent- 
ly, department of justice officials 
today warned that the public should 
remain watchful against resump- 

ion of organized propaganda by in- 
terests formerly actively pro-Ger- 
man and for the past year passive. 

Concerted movement is apparent, 
officials say, in utterances of many 
individuals, a few organizations 
formerly active for German inter- 
ests and some newspapers. There 
is no organized leadership. it is be- 
lieved, but loca] interests have tak- 
en their cue from official plans 
from Germany for deniency in armi- 
stice and final peace terms. 

The interest of the government 
agents combating enemy  propa- 
ganda at this time is not to sup- 
press free expression of opinion, it 
is explained, but to fight any con- 
eert of propagandists whose pur- 
pose would be to confound the au- 
thorized spokesmen of the nation 
in the forthcoming negotiations. 
Officials say during the reconstruc- 
tion period, there may be considera- 
ble danger from enemy propagan- 
da working to make the nation for- 
get Germany’s course 
war. 

Illustrating the attitude that the 
war and its dangers are not yet 
over, it is stated that department 
of justice agencies have ordered the 


internment of some Germans since 
the armistice was signed a week 
azo. 

Official reports show German 


representatives in various parts of 
the world still actively engaged in 
spreading propaganda to create and 
enhance feeling of hostility toward 
the United States and the allied 
countries. Eckhardt, the notorious 
German ambassador at Mexico City, 
again is reported doing his utmost 
to make Mexico hostile to the Unit- 
ed States and is able to have mis- 
leading articles published in the 
semi-official Mexican papers. Re- 
cently he had published throughout 
Mexico that the German army had 
not been defeated, and that the 
German navy was still fighting the 
allied navies.

PLAN WORLD STANDARD 
FOR WAGES OF SEAMEN, 


Washington, November 18.—Chair- 
man Hurley, of the shipping board, 
who sailed for Europe last Satur- 
day to prepare for the returning of 
American troops to this country and 
for moving needed food supplies to 
the war-famished nations overseas, 
also plans to seek an international! 
agreement between fovernments, 
shipping interests and labor organ- 
izations of the principal maritime 
powers for standardization of sea- 
men’s wages and working condi- 
tions, 

It was said today that Mr. Hurley 
expects to propose that the Ameri- 
can laws and the agreements be- 
tween the government and the sea- 
mens’ unions on these subjects bei 
agcepted as the standards and it is 
understood that the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the British 
Seamen’s union are prepared to sup- 
port the proposal. 

Such an agreement as that con- 
templated by Mr. Hurley, it was 
said, would eliminate the chief dif- 


ficulty that has confronted Ameri- j 


can shipping interests in past years 
in their attempts to operate ships 
in competition with other nations. 
The standards for American seamen 
are said to be the highest in the 
world and now that this country is 
putting a great fleet of ships on the 
Seas Officials believe that unless 
some international agreement is 
reached a great proportion of train- 
ed seamen will be attracted to the 
American merchant marine. 

It was learned today that the 
shipping board as far as consistent
